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[0015] In Figure 1 an acoustically activated marketing device (10) is shown 
comprising a low-cost display (12). The display (12) may be a liquid crystal 
display. The device (10) operates such that upon reception of predefined data, 
the display (12) displays predefined information. (See Figure 3.) The acoustically 
transmitted data received in step 31 are compared with predefined data in step 
32, and when the received data matches the predefined data, predefined 
information is displayed in step 33. This information may be an advertisement 
such as a cocktail glass (14) or a message indicating that a prize has been won. 
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
